“I cannot but think that my wife has 
been sinned against more than she has 
been sinning,” said Rev. John Glass, 
form erly a C hristian church m inister 
l(K-ated at Irondale, but now emp loy etl 
at the W ellsville sh eet’ mill. 
“I am 
selling all our household goods,” said 
the m inister, “and as I have obtained 
a room in W ellsville I hop e .th a t 
I 
shall live hereafter a life of p eace.” 
So the m inister sp oke today when 
he told of the recent unp leasant events 
th at took p lace at his hom e on the 
Liverp ool road, and which resulted in 
the arrest of Elza W ler. 
“As to w hat I shall do hereafter in 
this case,” said Mr. Glass, "I cannot 
tell now.
